Just Drifting Together. 

In support of his view the American 
Hoints to what he thinks is the trend of 
Sentiment in Cuba today. He mentions 
the hundreds of Cuban boys who leave 
each autumn for schools and colleges in 
ihe United States, to return imbued with 
American ideas and ideais. He indi- 
Cates the increase in commerce with the 
United States and the advantages Cuba 
would derive from a removal of the 
tariff barrier. By treaty, goods are ex- 
changed between the two countries at 
20 per cent below.the regular tariff 
duties.
